The large 
ar.d powerful steamer Saranac of the L/C- 
high Valley line, was steaming along 
under full power, when 
suddenly

a minute after the boat quivered again 
as thc hidden part was crashed into a 
second time. 


Immediately thc boat was hauled into 


thc wind and it was found that I/he bull 
was badly damaged and naval architects 
state it was a miracle that thc vessel 
and all hands did not sink to the bot- 
tom. Not until the steamer was placed 
in dry dock at Chicago yesterday was 
the full extent of the damage known, 
aud the only wonder is that thc hull did 
nut break in two parts. 


A survey ohowed twenty of her frames

power sought to be placed in the hands 
of a commission, an dii so it has been 
asked where is the need of any more law 
and a salaried commission. 
To the Editor of The Appleton Post: 


Having observed an extract from your 


editorial columns recently quoted in the 
.Milwaukee Sontiiiel in. relation to the 
bill pending in the legislature of this 
state to regulate railroad corporations 
and create a board of railroad commis- 
sioners, indicating some uncertainty in 
your mind as to i;be purport of the bill 
in relation to ''commodity and merchan- 
dise 
tariffs/' and having studied 
the 


bill somewliat carefully myself, I beg 
leave to offer iny views on the point 
through your columns. 


It may bo- proper for me to say, by 


way of "introduction, that I have given 
considerable atU'iitiou for a good many 
ycari to the transportation problem, and 
to state and national legislation in re- 
lation thereto, and also to the practical 
workings of such legislation; as a result 
of which I have become strongly impress- 
ed both with the necessity acd exped- 
iency of legislation whereby proper gov- 
ernmental supervision over the rales im- 
posed by corporations engaged in public 
service may be exercised. The existing 
laws on the subject, in thu state arc very 
crude and ineffective ns compared with 
those of most of the .state in the union; 
and railway rates are much higher than 
those charged in adjoining states for fim- 
ilar service, which will probably contin- 
ue to be the case until the state exer- 
cises the right of imposing such restraint 
upon the practically unlimited power of 
the corporations doing business in ^the 
stale, sis. in the judgment of the legisla- 
ture the public interest requires. 


As to the point above referred to, I 


would say; I am unable to discover any- 
thing in'the bill which would preclude 
the carriers of the state from issuing 
just such "commodity and merchandise 
tariffs'' as they may choose to do, pro- 
vided the rates sire open to all stlike and 
no not operate lo t h e prejudice or disad- 
vantage of competing localities. The bill 
proposes merely to e.-tsiblish n standard 
of "reasonable maximum rates" for the 
-everal lines of railroad in the state. 
Carriers will not. be allowed to go be- 
yond the.-e rule-,, but may make as much 
'lower rate- as they choose, provided they 
do not give '.indue preference or advan- 
tsii/c to one locality over smother. There 
i- nothing in the 'bill that can be eon- 
.-trued us applying » system of milesigc 
rates to the traffic of the state, but, on 
I iie contrary, carriers arc left sis s'rce as 
ever to nnike their own rates, within 
the maximum prescribed by the railroad 
coninii.--ioner.-. The purpose and eilcct 
of the bill are nreci-cly what the extract 
from 
your editorial article -tsitos

your d'rs-ive—"that I sic large and sm.il! 
Shippers of each unil every ela.-s of com-

so't cheeses that are imported in con- 
siderable quantity, and even they are 
manufactured in the United States. 


It is confessed that the native Ca- 


membert and Brie are not so good as 
the foreign article, but the cheesemak- 
ers of New York and New Jersey have 
come at length to produce admirable 
Roquefort and eood imitations if they 
may be so called, of many other fa- 
mous foreign cheeses. 
Tlie French cbecsemakers, with the 


conservatism characteristic of rural 
Europeans, have neglected to adapt, 
their products to the American market. 


The Brie cheese from abroad, for ex- 


ample, comes in a large disk that pnts 
ft beyond any but those who consume 
it in large quantities, whereas the na- 
tive Brie is made in small cakes that 
may be purchased for family use. 


The sale of Gorgonzola cheese, which 


is still imported, is much less than it 
4uld otherwise be if made in smaller 


P Onlftwo or three English cheeses we 
now imported in large quantities, and 
the so called English dairy cheese is a 
native product Meanwhile enormous 
quantities of American cheeses are ex- 
ported to Great Britain. 


German and Swiss cheeses are imi- 


tated here, though less successfully 
than some others. 


As to the Italian cheeses, they are 


made without any pretense of conceal- 
ment wherever there is a considerable 
Italian quarter, though the imitations 
are not liked by the Italians them- 
selves, aud cheap Italian cheeses are 
imported in great quantities. Parmesan 
isTcreat favorite with.

NEARLY FOUNDERS 


Strikes Hidden Obstacle Off North 


Point-Craft Aimost Divides

Half-Damage

One of the worst marine disasters in 


the history of Lake Michigan was nar- 
rowly averted off Racine North Point 
during the storm last week. The large 
and powerful steamer Saranac of the Le- 
high Valley line, was steaming along 
under full power, when 
suddenly 
the 


•hull struck some obstruction; inlcss than 
a minute after the boat quivered again 
as the hidden part was crashed into a 
second time. 


Immediately the boat was hauled into 


the wind and it was found that the hull 
was badly damaged and naval architects 
state it was a miracle that the vessel 
and all hands did not sink to the bot- 
tom. Xot until the steamer was placed 
in dry dock at Chicago yesterday was. 
the full extent of the damage known, 
and the only wonder is that the hull did 
not break in two parts. 


A survey showed twenty ot her frames 


and stanchions broken, three immense 
deck beams shattered and bolts and riv- 
ets started in all portions of the ship. 
So near the boat came to dividing that 
for seventy feet along her deck the heavy 
steel places are bent and twisted.

agreeing to pass an amended 
primary 


election bill the assembly conferees agree 
to repudiate the Kepublican state plat- 
form, which distinctly demands chat the 
direct vote shall be applied to all offices. 
The stalwart senate and the senate con- 
ferees have voted to pass the bill endors- 
ed by Governor La Follette and passed 
by the assembly just as it wa.s drawn, 
and in accordance with the party pl_at- 
form, merely adding a. clause amplifying 
the principle of the direct vote or prim- 
ary, providing that the people shall vote 
on certain parts of the bill, believing that 
the Kepublican platform was passed dur- 
ing a period of excitement and intense 
factional feeling, and that 'the convention 
did not express iho sentiment of a ma- 
jority of the party or people. The con- 
vention system of nominations 
is 
de- 


nounced by the primary election reform- 
ers as unfair and productive of various 
evils, including boodling, machine mani- 
pulation, etc., therefore ft is considered 
rather remarkable that the friends of 
primary election should hesitate to allow 
bhe "dear people" to say, direct, what 
they want. 


The assembly committee is composed 


of 'three leading primary election reform- 
ers in that branch of the legislature, all 
men reputed to be in complete harmony 
with the governor, consequently 
their 


proposition to ignore the demands of the 
party platform is considered as coming 
from the highest administration author- 
ity—the governor. 


The assembly conferees made the fol- 


lowing written proposition to the senate 
conferees, which the latter promptly re- 
fused to accept: 


"The assembly committee of conference 


on bill 07 A proposes 'to the senate com- 
mittee that said bill be so amended as 
to provide for nominations by direct vote 
of candidates for the offices 
of 
state 


senators and members of assembly nnd 
county and city officers; convention to 
be held for the adoption of party plat- 
forms and nominations of elective state 
officers and of congressmen; 
the 
dele- 


gates to such conventions to be elected 
at the primary provided for in the bill." 


STALWARTS POIXT TO PLATFORM. 


The stalwarts arc now calling attention 


to the platform pledge. A few days ago 
it was the administration that held this 
plank up io the stalwarts and asked if 
they had the nerve to ignore it: 


"We therefoi-e demand that 
caucuses 


and conventions for the nomination of 
candidates for office bo abolished by le"- 
islntive enactment, and that all candi- 
dates for state, legislaticc, congressional, 
and county oflices be nominated at a pri- 
mary election on the same day, by direct 
vote, under the Australian ballot." 


Both houses of the legislature 
have 


passed a bill providing for the nomina- 
tion of all candidates by direct, vote, and 
tor the abolishment of caucuses and con- 
ventions, in conformity with the demand 
in the platform. 
The 
legislature 
has 


made a, record in this respect that can- 
not be denied, and the only dispute that 
now exists is between the administration 
•uid the stalwarts on the question of the 
dcfarenduni. The administration through 
ts representatives in the house, refuses 
to let the people heretofore so 
much 


jrated a,bout, na.vo anything to 
say, 


while 'the stalwarts, who have been ac- 
cused of trying DO prevent the same peo- 
>le from -speaking directly on the ques- 
tion of who shall be candidates for office, 
suddenly appear \ipon the scene usin^ 
the thunder tha.t their opponents have 
tsed for several years.

TODAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 


The principal business of this morn- 


ing's session was the hearing of reports 
and recommendations of committees and 
department superintendents and the elec- 
tion of officers and department superin- 


j tendents as follows: 


Miss Eliza. Dotting of Bristol of the 


temperance literature department report- 
ed that about 30.000 pieces of literature 
had been distributed during the year: 
10,000 by the Wells Union of this city; 
10.000 by the P>acinc union and the re- 
mainder by t'he. other unions. 


Mrs. I. W. Black of Racine gave a re- 


view of tlte work of the L. T. L. depart- 
ment, 
which showed that there 
were 


three L. T. L. Legions representing about 
120 members and that 20 of the senior 
L.._T. L. Legion so far had pa-ssed all the 
necessary tests in the competition for 
the national diploma. The report also 
embodied a recommendation that work 
of organizing more legions throughout 
the counties of Racine, and Kenosha be 
taken up. 


Mrs. Frances H. Smith of the Evangel- 


istic department, reported that good re- 
sults had accrued from the practice of 
distributing Christian literature and that 
it should be continued. 


The report of Mrs. Maude M. Sanders 


of the franchise department cited that 
the unions had 'held a number of profit- 
able meetings during the year and had 
circulated petitions for pushing the equal 
suffrage bill through the state legisla- 
ture. 


The non-alcoholic medication report 


by Mrs. Florence Ripley of Kenosha 
dealt specially with patent medicines and 
recommended that women boycott these 
goods ami give all possible aid in dis- 
couraging the sole of the same, because 
all such medicines contained poison, such 
as alcohol, cocaine, morphine, opium, etc. 
Her report stated that a thorough in- 
vestigation of patent medicines had been 
made and that they had found the same 
to contain the foregoing named composi- 
tions in astonishing proportions.

RATE COMMISSION 


Interpretation of th« I'endiug Bill by 


a Well Kaowti Citixeil of 


Milwaukee. 


The following article from 13. P. Bacon 


of Milwaukee, interprets ,the proposed 
railway railway railroad commission bill 
which establishes a board of railroad 
commissioners. If Mr. Bacon is correct, 
it would seem the fear of our manufac- 
turers are unnecessarily aroused as to 
injury coming to them. However, it is 
well in any such, proposed measure to 
carefully guard the interests of all con- 
cerned as against enacted reform that 
would display any spirit of demagogery. 


• It is asserted that the railroad com- 
mission now possesses practically 
the 


power sought to be placed in the hands 
of a commission, an dif so it has been 
aslced where is the need of any more lav; 
and a salaried commission. 
To the Editor of The Appleton Post: 


Having observed an extract from your 


editorial columns recently quoted in the 
Milwaukee Sentinel in relation to the 
bill pending in the legislature of this 
state to regulate railroad corporations 
and create a. board of railroad coramis-. 
sioncrs, indicating some uncertainty in 
your mind as to the purport o£ the bill 
in relation to "commodity and merchan- 
dise 
tariffs," and having studied 
the 


bill somewhat carefully myself, I beg 
leave to offer" my views on the point 
through your columns. 


It may be proper for me to say, by 


way of introduction, that I have given 
considerable attention for a good many 
years to the transportation problem, and 
to state and national legislation in re- 
lation thereto, and also to the practical 
workings of such legislation; as a result 
of which I have become strongly impress- 
ed both with the necessity a.nd exped- 
iency of legislation whereby proper gov- 
ernmental supervision over the rates im- 
posed by corporations engaged in public 
service may be exercised. The existing 
laws on the subject in this state are very 
crude and ineffective ns compared with 
t'hose of most of the state in the union: 
and railway rates are much higher than 
those charged in adjoining states for sim- 
ilar service, which will probably contin- 
ue to be the case until the state exer- 
cises the right of imposing such restraint 
upon the practically unlimited power of 
the corporations doing business.in the 
state, as in the judgment of the legisla- 
ture the public interest requires. 


As to the point above referred to, I 


would say; I am unable to discover any- 
thing in the bill which, would preclude 
the carriers of the state from issuing 
just such ''commodity and merchandise 
tariffs" as they may choose to do, pro- 
vided the rates are open to all alike and 
uo not operate to the prejudice or disad- 
vantage of competing localities. The bill 
proposes merely to establish a standard 
of "reasonable maximum rates'' for the 
several lines of railroad in the state. 
Carriers will not be allowed to go be- 
yond these rates, but may make as much 
lower rates as they choose, provided they 
do not give undue preference or advan- 
tage to one locality over another. There 
is nothing in the bill that can be con- 
strued as"applying a system of mileage 
rates to the traffic of the state, but, on 
the contrary, carriers are left as free as 
ever to make their own rates, within 
the maximum prescribed by the railroad 
commissioner??. The purpose and eil'ect 
of the bill are precisely what the extract 
from 
your editorial article states 
:is 


your desire—"that the large and small 
shippers of each and every class of com- 
modities ijhan be treated by the rail- 
roads fairlj and uniformly, and that the 
state shall place itself in a position to 
know that this is being done, or to en- 
force such conditions when it is not be- 
ing done:" and further, that no rates 
shall be excessive or unreasonable. 


Section 12 of the pending bill, which 


prohibts discrimination against persons, 
localities or commodities, is copied word 
for word from section ,'i of the interstate 
commerce act, excepting that the word 
"undue." used in the. latter connection 
with "preference or advantage'' and "pre- 
judice, or disadvantage,'"' is omitted in 
the 
former. The interstate commerce 


commission recognized "the power of in- 
terstate 
carriers to make commodity 


rates to meet the circumstances and con- 
ditions of traffic along their respective 
lines" in a decision reported in 4 I. C. C. 
Rep. 447. Commodity rates are in ex- 
tensive use .throughout the country, both 


• in interstate and intrnstate traffic, and 
nobody objects to their continuance, so 
tar as I am fl.wa.re.

To Test Drinking Water.—It is an ex- 


cellent plan to test the family drinking 
water at least once during the season 
Water that is at one time pure and 
wholesome may finally, for some reason, 
become too impure for use. 
A simple 


test of drinking water is to fill a pint 
bottle three-quarters full. Dissolve halt 
4 teaspoonful of pure granulated sugar 
in the water and cork the bottle, bet 
it in a warm place for two days. It in 
this time it becomes cloudy it is unfit 
for domestic use. Be careful that the 
bottle is as absolutely clean as you can 
make it and the sugar is pure. A second 
simple test is the following: 
Obtain 


about 5 cents' worth of saturated solu- 
tion of permanganate of potasium. Add 
five drops of this to a pint bottle of 'the 
water. This will turn the water a bean- 
tifnl rose purple. If there is any consid- 
erabl" amount of organic matter in the 
water this color will turn, in the course 
of a few hours, to a more or less dirt> 
reddish brown. If the color of the hot 
tin remains for twelve hours unchniufi 
from the rose-purple color it. had at first 
it may be considered free from dangerous 
organisms.

THREW BOMBS AT TURKS 


Revolutionists Turn Deieat Into 


Victory Killing Many of 


Their Adversaries. 


SALOXTCA, European Eussia, April IS 


—A* sanguinary fight has occurred at the 
village of Opeta between revolutionists 
fronTpalanka and Turkish troops. After

It is well known | 
that the defendant is not .always the 
rmilty party in a divorce case, though 
often willing to consent to the decree, 
and there is a feeling that in the ma- 
jority of cases as many restrictions 
should be placed on the party who seeks 
tue divorce as on the one from whom it 
is obtained.

soft cheeses that are imported in con- 
siderable quantity, and even they are 
manufactured in the United States. 


It is confessed that the native Ca- 


membert and Brie are not so good as 
the foreign article, but the chaesemak- 
ers of New York and New Jersey have 
come at length to produce admirable 
Roquefort and good imitations, if they 
may be so called, of many other fa- 
mous foreign cheeses. 
The French cheesemakers, with the 


conservatism 
characteristic of rural 


Europeans, have neglected to adapt 
their products to the American market. 


The Brie cheese from abroad, for ex- 


ample comes in a large disk that pnts 
it beyond any but those who consume 
it in large quantities, whereas the na- 
tive Brie is made in small cakes that 
may be purchased for family use. 


The sale of Gorgonzola cheese, which 


is still imported, is much less than it 
would otherwise be if made in smaller 
parcels. 
. Only two or three English cheeses are 
now imported in large quantities, and 
the so called English dairy cheese is a 
native product Meanwhile enormous 
quantities of American cheeses are ex 
ported to Great Britain.

A PIONEER AEPLE TREEi 


One Planted by Ben Bones' Father 


Attained Diameter of 


Nearly Two Feet. 


Through the courtesy of the Racine 


Agriculturist, the Journal 
today pre- 


ents its readers with an illustration of 
a section taken from the body of an ap- 
>le tree and was presented by Mr. Ben 
i. Bones., one of the test known and 
most prominent horticulturists of Eacine 
county. 


The two foot rule in the picture shows 
he 'tree to have been nearly two feet 
n diameter and the lettering gives its 
•>ge, also the number of bushels of apples 
t has home which is a pretty good rec- 
ord. 


Sir. Bones says the tree was an Early 


Pannoek, the fruit of which is a large 


roundish' red apple, that sells fairly well, 
but is not a first class keeper, being a 
late summer and early fall apple. 


Continuing on the subject of apples Mr. 


Bones said: "In 1845 my father planted 
the orchard among the stumps in 
the 


clearing. 
The trees were Wisconsin 


grown and came from Bell's nursery fifty 
miles to the west. They were what nur- 
serymen call whips, that is, trees two 
years grafted but not branched. 
There 


were nine kinds and five trees of a kind: 
the five la'mense and five Seeknofurthcr 
are still bearing good crops, nineteen of 
the -original forty-five trees are still liv-

ing. one of them girths six feet nnd eight 
inches and bore over thirty bushels the 
past season. 


The Yellow Harvest trees died many 


years ago, one of 'these bore an apple in 
JS4G. It was my discovery and I watch 
cd that apple grow from? start to finish. 
I was promised one-half ii I let the apple 
nlonc until it dropped. In this respect I 
did better than old mother Eve. I minded, 
the apple grew and grew, and swayed the 
little tree over and my barefoot tracks 
wore over in evidence around it. notwith-

think it was the most beautiful apple 
have ever seen, great golden ball,

Garden of the Herpcrides could not dupli- 
cate it nor do I expect to see one so per- 
fect in the sweet fields of Eden.
